Abe Jarells, charged with a lke of- 
fense, also pleaded guilty and was re- 
leased upon his own recognizance, to’ 
appear at the next term of Cireuit

The case of Isaac Jendron, charged 
with resisting an officer, was the 


wus tried by a jury. Prosecuting at- 
torney Fitch represented the People 
and Attorney Ross of West Branch 
defended the prisoner. Village Mar- 
shal Mike Brenner was the complain- 
ing witness and stated that about 3 
o'clock Sunday morning, October 2, 
he was sitting in Cody’s restaurant 
eating a lunch when the accused, ;

he stated he was guilty—uilty of the! 
offense of assault and battery against | 
M. Brenner, or resisting an officer. 
The jury, after being out a couple of 
hours brot in a verdict of not guilty.

Pierie Acid. 


Chance to save more than 
Farm Bureau dues. 
The government had millions of 


pounds of Picric Acid left after the 
war, This is being viven to the farm- 
vrs, the only cost being for putting 
into cartridges and boxes, seven cents 
a pound plus three or four cents a 
pound freight. It comes in 100 th. 
boxes. Governnent will not bother 
with less than car load lots. I have 
a chance to gu in with the county 
agent of another county if we act at 
once. Those who get it will have to 
do so this fall. 

Picrie Acid is a safer explosive 
vhan dynamite. A six ounce cart- 
ridge about equals an eight ounce 
cartridge dynamite. Will cost the 
farmer about one-third as much. 
Use it like dynamite. Use number 
% caps. On each pound save twenty 
cents. On fifty, save $10 your year- 
ly dues to farm bureau. Get a 100 Ib. 
box with your neighbor. Don't plow 
around stumps. You have to use an 
application blank. If you want write 
me, or call at office, or telephone, and 
1 will send it at once. 


Fall Plowing. 

As soon as the corn and potatoes 
can be taken care of fall plowing 
should begin. 

Late fall plowing and early spring 
working are the proper thing on most 
of Crawford County soil. 

Fvery possible shovel full of ma- 
uure should be gathered up now, and 
dusted on the field before plowing. 
The manure is in a better place there 
than kicking around a barnyard and 
teaching wut two-thirds its value. 

What manure is made day by day 
at the stable this fall, should be taken 
to the field by the farmer as he goes 
to plow, 

When his plowing is done, just as 
the ground is frozen for the winter, 
mis barnyard, henhouse, and pignen 
will be clean and valuable fertilizer 
placed where it ought to be. 

Nexti- ! 

On a lot of our farms, after the 
weather will not permit plowing, 
clearing up some more land ought tu 
zo on until stopped by snow. 

Clearing up land of brush and 
stumps ought to go forward on a lot 
of farms in the spring before the 
farming: season opens. 

If this were done. and excuses not 
made for not doing it, more farmers 
could raise more feed, to keep more 
rows, to ship more cream, to take in 
more money. 

Seven Cans. 

The other day we were in the depot 
at Roscommon. We saw seven cans 
of cream there to be shipped. We 
like the guniption of the people who

| ship seven cans; but what good rea- 


son is there to prevent it being 17 os 
27. or even 77 cans? 

Here is the land. dirt cheap, a cli- 
mate like that of the New England 
states, here dairying thrives free pas- 
ture from spring to fall; good chance 
to ship from Frederic, Grayling, Ros- 
common; a market to receive it. 

What a pity for a whole county, 
und each farm to produce the little 
that it does!

In vast regions in the New Eng- 
land states every farm ig run with 
the purpose of producing feed for 
wintering every possible cow. 

It should be so here. Why fool 
The 
farm should be speeded up to carry- 
ing 12 to 20 cows. It is perfectly 
possible, and is the only reasonable 
thing to do, 

If a farm here kept 3 cows one 
winter, it should keep 6 the next; 7 
the next, and so on, until 12 to 20

the only large city from “San Antone” 
to Los Angeles, a ride of 1,500 dry, 
dusty miles.

Yor details of the remainder of the 
historle visit of Samson Traylor to the 
home of Johu Peasley we are indebted 
to a letter from John to bis brother 
Charles, dated february 21, 1832, In 
this he says: ; . 

“We had gone out to the barn and 
Brimstead sud 1 were helping Mr. 
Traylor hitch up his horses, All of @ 
sudden two men came riding up the 
ruad at a fast trot and turned ip und 
come straight toward us and pulled ap 
by the wagon. Une of them was B 
stim, red-cheeked young feller ubogt 
twenty-three years old. Tle wore top 
bouts und spurs and a broud-belunucd 
black bat and gloves and a fur walst- 
cout and purty Hipen. dle loked at the 
Ures of the wagon and said: “Phats 
the one we've followed’ 

“Which e you is Suinsun Traylor? 
fie asked. 

“Foam, said Traylor. 

“The young feller Jumped 
horse and tied hin to the fence. 
he went up to Traylor and said: 

“What did you do with my alegers, 
you dirty sucker?

“The young feller stepped close to 
the New Salem man and ratsed his 
whip for a blow. Quick as lightnin'’ 
Traylor grabbed him and threw him 
agin the barn door, keewhack! He 
hit se hard the boards bent and the 
Whole tUarn roured and trembled. The 
other feller tried to get his pistol out 
of its bolster, but Brimstead, who 
stood beside him, grabbed It, and I 
got his hoss by the bits and we borh 
held on. The young feller lay on the 
xroung shakin’ as if he hud the ague. 
Ye never see a man s0 spylt in a sec- 
ond. Traylor picked him up. His right 
arm was broke and bis face ani shoul- 
der bruised some, Ye'd a thought a 
steam engyne had blowed up while he 
was puttin’ wood in it. He was kind 
0’ limp and the mad had Jeaked out o 
him. 

“T reckon T better find a. doctor,’ he 
says. 

“You get inte my wagon and I'll 
take ye to a good one,’ says Truylor, 

“Just then Stephen Nuckles, the clr- 
cult minister, rode jn with the big 
bloodhound that follers him around. 

“The other slaver had got off his 
hoss in the serimmaye. Traylor start. 
ed for him. The sliver began to back 
away and suddenly broke into a run, 
The big dog took after him with a kind 
of a lion rear.

Convicts Held at Furniture Factory 
Under Heavy Guard Awaiting 


Accommodations, 
Jonia, Mich.—The $400,000 fire 
which wrecked lonja Reformatory 


hore Oct. 5 will bring freedom to about 
100 short-term jumates held for min- 
or Offenses. This was decided at a 
conference between Governor Alex J. 
Groesbeck and members of the state 
conimission on penal jnstitutions as a 
measure to relieve congestion and 
simplify the state's problem of hand- 
ling 703 convicts. 

Fred E. Janette, commissioner of 
paroles, says there are a number of 
men in the refurmatory who were 
convicted of minor violations of the 
prohibition law, and who In the ordil- 
nary course of events might have ex- 
pected fines of $10 or 30 days in the 
county jail. Because the county jails 
are expensive institutions, however, 
there is a tendency to sentence such 
men to $ix months at lonia where the 
cost of maintenance falla upon the 
@tate. 

Working day and night, mostly with 
inmate labor, Thomas Burns, warden 
has succeeded in clearing away the 
wreckage and the work of reconstruc- 
tion has already been started. The 
present plan is to rebuild the east 
and west cell blocks, building the 
walls to a height of two stories, to 
tear out the cells and transform the 
bulidings into dormitories. One of the 
other wings will be repaired as a cell 
block, being used as a quarantine sec- 
tion and also for incarceration of pris- 
oners whom it ig not considered wise 
to permit in the dormitories. 

In checking over the contents of the 
administration building saved from 
the fire, it has been found that prac- 
tically no records were lost. The his- 
-tories of the present inmates and 
former inmates are intact. 

For a few days after the fire, the 
prisoners were kept under heavy 
guard in the Rex Furniture Factory 
but it was found that the tendency of 
the inmates to evade the rule against 
smoking made it unwise to use this 
as a dormintory. The hospital for the 
criminal insane was therefore asked 
to vacate the building just outside the 
wallg which would have been turned 


back to the prison in any event 
by the end of the month. Three 
hundred of the inmates are now 


housed there.

This 
will keep without being sealed and 
will make delicious pies, which many 
consider as those from ordinary 
mincemeat.
